Editorial 

By losing everything, 
Gorbachev >von greatness^ 


Nine years from now, when 
listorians sit down to write the history- 
of this astonishing century, their lO- 
most-important-pcople list- is sure to 
include three Soviets:. 

One will be Vladimir Lenin, who- 
jelicved in the perfectibility of the ' 
state. The second will be Joseph 
Stalin, who believed in the 
perfectibility oCforcc. 

The third will be Mikhail 
Gorbachev, who believed in the 
perfectibility of communism. 

All three turned out to be wrong, 
but Lenin’s' and Stalin’s errors led to 
the enslavement of a billion and a half 
people and the deaths of perhaps lOO- 
million. 

Gorbachev’s transformed the world. 

Gorbachev, who resigned Christmas 
Day as the Soviet Union crumbled 
around him, was directly responsible 
for the political freedom, of three- 
quarters of a billion people. Nobody 
else in this century - not Franklin 
Roosevelt, not Gandhi, not Clement 
Atlcc, Harold Macmillan 'or Harold 
Wilsonrthe-three-prime ministers who- 
presided over the liquidation of the 
British empire - could say as much. 

He did it firm in the conviction that 
communism could be saved if it could 
be humanized, democratized and 
rationalized. 

Gorbachev, who was a youngster in 
1942 when German troops rolled 
through his hometown in the northern 
Caucuses, belonged to a generation 
that believed collectivism and 
patriotism had saved the Soviet 
.Union, ‘ • 

There was, he was convinced, no 
surgery too radical to preserve the 
:^ystem Lenin eallcd ’’the advanced 
guard of the working class." 

Trying to graA a market system on a 


command cconomyiwas doomed to 
fail,-of-course,- but Gorbachev-never- 
shied away from the consequences of 
his audacity. 

Had_hc done so, he might still be in 
power. Up until last year, Gorbachev 
commanded ^hc absolute loyalty of a 
massive Soviet bureaucracy 'with a 
vested interest in the status quo and a 
500,0p0-person state security system 
that had years of practice crushing 
dissent. ' ' ' - 

After he let the rest of Eastern- 
Europe slip its' leash, after he 
negotiated deep nuclear arms 
reductions with the United States, he 
could have rested on his international 
reputation. 

Or at some point, he could simply 
have declared Soviet democratization 
a noble experiment that failed and 
gone back to ruling like his 
predecessors - by inertia and brute 
force. 

The USSR might have tottered 
along for a ■generation more before it 
collapsed of its own weight, leaving a 
-dozen-military-diciniorships-io'fight- 
over the remains. 

Instead, he stayed the course, a 
decision that made democracy not 
only possible in the Soviet Union but 
. inevitable. 

Mikhail Gorbachev was onc_o.f_ 
those rare leaders who choose truth 
over power. That decision cost him 
his popularity, his job and eventually 
even his ideology. 

Peter the Great, the 18th century 
Russian czar who dragged his country* 
out of the Middle Ages and into the 
modern world, once said that hi.s_ 
nation could not be governed. Russia, 
he said, had to be shown where, it 
wanted to go. 

Turns out he was right.

Constant stream of snow 
descends on Baldy

SUN VALLEY — It’s snowing- on Baldy, just like it docs 
every day now, 24 hours a day. 

Last weekend, skiers eagerly schussed through the light flufT, 
spraying a faint rooster-tail into the snow*flocked trees 
bordering the slopes. Snowboarders leaped olT every jump they 
could And, cranking helicopters or even 180s for a ch^p thrill. 

The new Snovmiax “designer'’ snow wasn't falling from the 
heavens — there was nary a cloud in the sky. A bottery of sn6w 
guns — just a few of the 454 guns strategically placed 
diroughout the groomed slopes of Bald Mountain — * sprayed 
-ihe-snow-on-Warm Springs, 

New this season, the $8 million York computerized Snowmox 
snow*making system is said to be the largest in the world. It 
boosts Sun Valley’s snow-making capacity by 440 percent, 
covers 24 runs — 60 percent of Baldy's groomablc terrain — 
and provides "guaranteed snow” for the lucrative Christmas 
season. So far, it’s worked without any major hitches. 


‘‘Fabulous*’ is how Sun Valley Co.'s snowmaking gum. Peter 
Steams, put it. 

More imponantly, skiers seem to like it. 

’.*lt*s great, it’s much better than before." said Peter Ryan of 
Son Francisco. 

“It’s less grnbby. It’s much more like real snow. You feel 
more confident going into it,*' added his wife. Diana. 

. Brett Norseth, a Boise Cascade Corp. employee from Boise, 
said the expanded snowmaking system adds a new incentive to 
come to Sun Valley. 

“It’s great," he said of the snow quality. “It takes the 
uncertainty out of your trip. It makes the difference of whether 
you’re going to, make the drive over here.’’

‘Meals on wheels’ rolls out good will

TWIN FALLS— Hot food and warm 
-smites. Mix together-and you have the- 
makings for one of the area's busiest, most 
successful volunteer programs. . 

Sometimes known as “meals on wheels," 
thcTwin Falls Semor-Citixens.Center's 
home-delivered meals program serves as 
many os 120 homebound people each day 
with low-cost, high-nutrition meals. 

And along with the meals, volunteers' 
deliver hope and precious human contact. 
“We do not just throw a meal at them and 
walk out the door," says program 
coordinator Ann E. Gmefe. “We make sure 
they’re all right." 

On birthdays, recipients'gct their own 
card and cupcake (if the person's diet 
permits it), and holiday meals are ofien 
accompanied by gifts and goodies, too. And. 
always, Uiere are kind words and a smile 
for the recipients, who might not see or talk 
to another person all day. 

The meals are a bargain, the cost kept 
low- by. state and federal funding and help 
from die local United Way. The suggested 
donation Tor recipients is just S 1 .72 for the 
standard home-delivered meal or S2.70 for 
Tspecially prepared “therapeutic" meals from 
the Magic Valley Regional Medical Center. . 

. Moreover, that one good hot meal; a day' 
can make all the difference to an older 
person's.oflen-fragile health. 

Graefe tecal.ls one instance.where she 
visited a sehidr eitizen who insisted he had 
a cupboard qnd refrigerator full of 
groceries. But she could tell he -was not 
eating right It turned out his cache of food 
included six boxes of cereal ond one con of 
com.i 

“](. think it's hard for a single person 
who's rather forgetful," Graefe says, “It's 
easy to skip mcals aliogether or to eat what 
sounds good - like a peanut butter-ond-jclly 
sandwich or a bowl of Cheerios - instead of 
making goo,d meals. The last thing they 
wont to mess around with are the fhiits and 
vegetable's.” 

Occasionally, the meals-on-wheels teams 
have saved lives. 

During one lO-day period about two 
years ago, volunteers found three people 
- w^ had become ill since their lost delivery. 
'.One recipient apparently took her meal, 

' nknkdlo set it down, closed (he dcMr, then 
fell and was discovered 24 hours later when 
■;t|i$ ^e with the next day's delivery. 

' Another recipient fell and broke his hip 
but ' crawled - to where he knew- the 
volunteers would see him. Another suffered 
a stroke over a weekend and was found 
Monday by the volunteers. 

“These people ore saying (o themselves, 
'If I can just wait until my meals are 
delivered. I'll be all right." Graefe says. 
“That's quite o compliment.” 

Delivering about 26,000 meals each year 
takes plenty of people. Currently, the 
program has 36 volunteers, but Graefe says ' 
new drivers ore always welcome. 

The need is especially great in the winter, 
she adds. Graefe speculates the colder 
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Mfals on wheels client Delbert T. Rose enjoys a hot lunch delivered to his apartment In IWin Falls. 

while the special-diet meals arcTdcIivered 
daily, . 

'The routes take about 90 minutes to 
complete. Many, though not all,, volunteers 
are seqlor citizens themselves. 

“You've got to have something to do," 
says retiree Virgil Malone, who delivers 
meals -with bis wife, Ann. each weekday. 
“We have people that need us.”

Professor offers blueprints to build a child’s self-esteem

Engendering high self-esteem in children- is a 
complicated business. And to some parents, H must seem 
as if their children are detenriincd to ih^rt them. 

“From day one, every child is very different,” soys 
Robert B. Brooks,, assistant professor of psychology at 
Harvard Medical School arid autRor.of “Thc'Sclf-Estecm . 
Teacher'.' (S9.95; American Guidance Service). 

“There’s a lot of reseorch that shows kids’ 
temperaments are difTerent, that how they respond to' 
others is different. There’s certainly a lot of knowledge 
now to say that, some children may have a more difficult 
time developing self-esteem.” 

Hie children in this group, for example, “ore not as 
easy to pIeasc. They may be more insatiable; they're the 
kids you sp'enil 59 minutes pf;an hour withr^nd they; 
remcmb« me one minute yoii weren't with.thcm.” • 
“Every child brings in his or her' own unique 
biological makeup, then interacts-with the world." 
Brooks says, “and slowly self-image develops.” ■ 

Tough cases though they may be, “even so-colled 
difficult children can develop good self-esteem, but our 
approach to them may. be di^erent than it is to. easy 
children,” says Brooks, who hos written a book for 
teachers on the subject 

The techniques for enhancing such children’s rolf- -

esteem’ ore the same os for all kids, he says. But they 
may need a lot more of them - such as constant 
encouragement, and your time. Parents should set aside a 
lime each week for each child, he says. This can help 
compensate for children who “see the world os not being 
as giving to them" as to others. 

Such children often need more specific guidelines and 
limits. And parents may have to spend more time 
explaining the consequences of children’s behavior. 


Brooks advocates these principles for developing self- 
esteem: 

■ Provide opportunities to take responsibility. “One of_ 
the most important things for good .self-esteem i.s the 
belief we have some control over what is going on in our 
lives.” 

• Give choices, even to vciy young children. "Always 
look for. what choice children havc; choicc is so 
intimately linked to providing a sense of ownership. The 
choices con be as simple as what clothes to wear, where 
to put a picture up in a room." 

• Allow the freedom to moke mistakes. It is not cosy 
..to be placid when children make mistakes. But children 
must leom to regard mistakes os means of learning, not 
humiliation. “When you make a mistake, something 
doesn’t go right for you, how do you handle it? You 
serve as a significant model." 

• Help children moke contributions. “Many children 
and adolescents are drowning in on ocean of inadcqu.icy. 
They feel they oie not competent,” Brooks says in an 
article in a recent Brown University Child Behavior and 
Deyeloprnent Letter. “1 believe every child in the world 
has at least one small island of competency, one area 
which can serve as a source of pride." 

He cites the cose of a young boy wKb refused to go 
into school and sat in the bushes outside. He found out

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Social Security numbers do not always add up to privacy

E BALTIMORE - When Ruth •‘Marcic” 
rSewetl walked into the Motor Vehicle 
rAdminislruliun. she wanted only to renew

reffect since she had last renewed it. 
r No Social Security number, no license. 

' Citizens routinely give their number to 
-businesses and government agencies. But 
1 Sewell vociferously refused, taking her 
‘complaint to an MVA supervis or before 

'finally giving in. 

'■ She does not like government or business 
compiling information about her under her 
Social Security number, as if it were some 
-sort of national tracking system. 

" "I guess they won't be satisfied until 
;we're under the foot of Big Brother." says' 
:'the Sevema Park. Md.. resident. 


Sewell got her Social Security number 
after graduating from high school ih 1943. 
The Social Security Act. passed eight years 
earlier, required every worker to have a 
number to record taxes paid into the Social 
Security fund, "People of my oge were told 
that this was their number, and no one was 
supposed to know it.V she says. 

Times have changed. 

More often than not. someone wonts your 
Social Security number'ih order to keep 
records about you. Federal and state 
governments, for example, use the numbers 
' to maintain tax and driving reconds. 

Credit bureaus use them to keep credit 
histories. That information winds up in 
computer data^-bonks that can be viewed by 
others withou t you r knowl edge or consent. 

' ,A prospective employer can use the data 
bank to find'out'whether you pay your bills 
on time. Merchants can use it to iarget you 
for mailings hawking their produces. 

. "Information about every move we make, 
whether we buy a car or a home, apply for a 
loan, lake out. insurance, purchase potato 
chips, request a government grant, pay 


taxes', get Social Security, go to work, see a 
doctor, is fed into dozens and dozens of data 
banks," journalist Jeffrey Rothfeder told a 
congressional subcommittee in February^ Me 
investigated the issue for his upcoming 
book, “Privacy for Sale.” 

The widespread use of tlie Social Security 
number worries privacy advocates, who say 
the practice, makes it easier for people to 
compile information about you from many 
.sources. 

A snoop will haV'e an easier time 
obtaining your credit report 'and passing off 
his inquiry as legitimate if he knows your 

number, they .say. 

"Any lime it happens, it's a significant 
problem because credit reports contain such 
private information." says David Mcdinc. 
acting asspeiate dirccior-fbr credit practices 
at the Federal Trade Commission. 

Also, crooks who have your Social 
Security number will find it easier io put 
credit cards and bunk accounts in your 
name. By doing so. tlicy avoid pitying credit 
card bills or taxes on interest income. 

To show how easy it ts'to misuse the 


system, journalist Rolhfeder obtained Dan' 
Quaylc's Social Security number and credit 
report for u 1989 Business Week article on 
privacy. 

The lop port of a credit report often 
contains u Social Security number hut no 
financial information, according, to 
Rolhfeder. who tcslUled to the House Social 
Security subcommiiiec. The lop cun he 
purchased by a -computer user front an 
'infonnaiiun reseller, he said. 

Rolhfeder said he got Quaylc's credit 
report using a personal computer ;ind 
information sold by a data bank with "lax 
sccurily.'-All he had to do.-he-rccalledrwus- 
lo tell a while lie; He said he might he hiring, 
some people and wanted their credit reports. 
Tile ruse worked. 

Poriruyiiig himself as a credit company 
employee. Rolhfeder called Scars' credit 
dcpariinem. provided Quaylc's account 
number and asked for his unpublished 
address and telephone number. 

The Sears employee became suspicious, 
hut Rolhfeder pul him at ease when he 
rattled off the vice president's Social 


Security number. Many people still Ivlieve 
- erroneously - that, the number is private 
and available only .to authorized pe«»plc. he 
said laicrTlic Sears employee itxtk the bait, 
giving Rothfeder.the infonnaiion. 

Credit bureaus use the number to prevent 
the credit histories of people with the same 
name or address from being confused - 
especially when people change their name 
and address, says Norman G. Mugnuson. 
spokesman for Associated Credit Bureaus 
Inc. "It's a trade-off between privacy and 
accuracy." lie says. 

Ironically, one of ilie agencies most 
‘skepticanibourihe number's abiHiyno 
verify someone's identity is the Social 
Security Admintslralion. Spokesman Frank 
naltistell i say s the numbe r "is not a v ery 
’cffec.iiyc ideniil'icr. An iaentiticr really 
neeils a picture and signature." 

Tlie Social Security Adminisiralioil'has no 
authority over businesses that ask people for 
their numbers and then provide them to 
other coinpanfet*. he says. 

■ "I'm not aware of any government entity 
that docs." he says.

87-year-old man just nuts 
about decorating furniture 


FREDERICK. Md. (AP) - If 
William Hildebrand Sr. has a nut 
loose, he just applies marc glue. 

Hildebrand has developed an affin- 
ity for thinly-.slleed walnuts and hick- 
ory nuts, and keeps busy in. retire- 
ment decorating furniture with them. 

"1 took them away from the squir- 
rels." said the 87-ycar-old retired ma- 
son, who spends hours.hulling and 
slicing the nuts and gluing them to 
lamps, plant stands and old nail kegs, 
which serve as umbrella stands. 

Hildebrand said he got the idea 
about Qvc years agortelling his wife, 
Goldie. “"I'm going to do something 
that no one else has ever done."' 

“When you get old you have to get 
doing something. You'd be surprised 
at how many people just sit and 
watch that box,” he said, motioning 
to a television in a comer of his tidy 
Jiving room. 

Hildebrand has made use of thou- 
sands of slices of nuts. He's decorat- 
ed 20 of so clothes trees, one with 
l.lOO slices of hickoiy nuts. He also 
has a cone covered wjth nuts and-lOO 
or more wall plaques - some in the 
shape of hearts. 

. The couple's son brings his father 
buckets of walnuts from his property 
in Frederick County. - 
• Hildebrand takes the hulls off an.d 
washes them, then places each one in 
-a- small -vice- and-saw.s.ofT. quarter-,. 


inch slices. Some of the meats of ihe 
nuts are used 'to make walnut cuke 
and walnut taffy. 

He smooths each slice with sandp;i- 
per. u laborious process. He glues the 
slices on the furniture in rows nr in 
random patiems, and paints high- 
gloss varnish on the furniture, leaving 
them with a satiny smooth finish. 

When the meats are removed, the 
hollow sections of the slices often 
form eyes, a nose and a mouth. Just 
as some people see shapes in clouds, 
Hildebrand sees monkeys' faces in 
the walnut slices. 

"See. thene's the'eyes'," 'said Hildc-' 
brand, who has started using more 
hickory nuts. because he likes.thc pat- 
terns he can -make with the smaller 
nuts.' "They look likd" a monkey's 
face."

Enviroiimeiital movement ’s roots 
run deeper than some might think 


THREE FOR THE LAND. BUT 
ApAlNST THE,GR^j The en- 
vironmental movement did not be- 
gin 21 years ago-oh the first Eunh 
Day os some might bdicvc.-**It has 
its txrats in the Colonial period, the 
fttmiier days and most importantly, 
-the period between the World 
Wars, when average Americans 
started asking the question, 'Where 
did. our wilderness g o?"' writes 
Lawrence Holt, co-producer of 
“Wild By Law." a TV special that 
will air in January. 

. The program will focus on three 
-exiraoitlinnry-mcn-Who.wcfii-large^ 
ly-responsiblc'-for-thc-crcatioiuof- 
America's Wilderness Act, which 
designated the government as the 
oBlcial protector of the wilderness. 

Aldo Leopold was a forester 
turned philosoplier :md is known 
for his book, "A SUnd Country Al- 
manuc.** wliidi lias become the 
bibic of tlie cnvironmcnuil move- 
ment. Leopold pnAhoted the idea 
of the "land ethic" - which argues 
that rules of ethical behavior 
should be extended beyond the hu- 
man community to include soils, 
waters.* plants and animals -• 
collectively, the land. 

Bob Marsliall was a wealthy. 

: Yale-educated ouldoorsman with 
an ardent love of wild places. He 
watclicd the economic boom of the 
*20s wlien industrial . expansion 
knew no bounds and he fetired for 
the permanent loss of "blank 
spaces oil the map." He promoted 
the idea of public ownership of all 
limber land and founded the first 
organization in the world dedicated 
solely to preserving the wilderness. 
The Wilihimcss Society. 

Howard Zidinjscr was a minis- 



ter's son and a career civil servant 
who quit his secure govemmenl 
job in 1946 to work at half the pay 
for Tlie Wildemass Scraieiy. He su- 
■pervised 66 rewrites, nine series of 
Congressio nal lie ^tiings. and eight 
years of Ctiiigixnisional debate over 
the bill that became tlie Wilderness

Organization looks to revive Olympic ideal 



SPRINGFIELD. Mass. (AP) - While mrmey, 
politics 'and professionalism have dominated re- 
cent Olympic Games, a new organizaiion with an 
unusual concept is trying lo' revive the original 
Olympic ideal of goodwill through alhletits. 

It's called the Institute for International Sport, 
and it's already brought Catholic and Prbtestonl 
youngsters together in Northern Ireland, int^ 
duced basketball and other sports to a tiny 
African country and dusted ofT ideas such as 
ethfes and sportsmanship. 

TTic Olympic.s have gotten “too big. too com- 
petitive. too commercial, loo nationalistic." Wal- 
ly Halas of the .. institute said. The modem 
Olympics were staned 100 years ago to foster 
positive relationships between countries tuid ath- 
letes.' and that' need remains, he said. 

The institute, a privately financed oiganization 
located at the University of Rhode Island, is l^- 
ing "to help the world gel belter,*' Halas said. 
“We truly believe sports can do something.** 

.Dun Doyle, former basketball coach at Trinfty 
College in' Hartford. Conn., created the institute 
in 1986 because of his lingering dissatisfaction - 
with the United States* decision to boycott the 
1980 Summer Camc.s al Moscow. Thc'boycott 
was to protest the Soviet invu.sion and occupation' 
of Afghanistan. 

' The institute, financed by slate and corporate 
donations, offers a graduate program in interna- 
tional sports management. It also coordinates a 
program called Sports Corps in which students 
work with young people through sports. 

Recent envoys from the institute include Brian 
' Gowdy. who spent six months leaching retarded

children and adults in six Caribbean countries 
how to play soccer and volleyball, and Wepdy 
Smith, a lop lacros.se player who was assigned lo 
work at the U.S. Association for'BIind Alhleie.s in 
Colorado Springs. 

The institute's most visible effort has been in 
■Northern Ireland, where it has used .sports lo pro- 
mote peace. 

The program picks teams of six Catholic and 
six Protestant teen-agers, not so much for their 
athletic ability, but fof their leadership qualities. 
The hope is that, as future leaders, they will have 
a deeper unde'rslanding of the rcligioas conflict 
that ha.s torn apod their country. 

“Thc.se are the people who cun change things 
for the better,'* Hulas said. 

A program of soccer and. .soon, volleyball. Is 
secondary lo teamwork of u different kind. Each 
team of 12 not only practices together, but eats 
fogether. lives together in volunteer homes and 
aliciids seminars together to talk about world and 
l(K'al issues. 

Tlic program runs about four monlh.s. New 
youngsters are picked each year, and each team 


tours the United Slates, playing games. Team 
members are' assigned in pairs, one Catholic, one 
Protestant, to stayin volunteer homes. 

"When you have a team, you form bonds," said 
Halos, a former basketball coach at Columbia. 

. "These kids will be forever bonded through an 
athletic experience." 

The iastitute's Spons Corps introduced baskcl- 
bull to Burundi, a country in cost central Africa 
with no gymnasiums', no organized spons and lit- 
tle money. The institute supplied basketballs, 
sneakers, baskets and coaches, and the program 
has grown to the point that u team from Burundi' 
- toured the United Stales in November. 

■"Eventually, we'd like to have u program 'on 
every continent," Hulas said. 

The institute also has held National Spodsman- 
ship Days in the spring the past two years, asking 
grade school.s. high schools, colleges and univer- 
sities to SCI time aside to discuss fair play, ethics 
and spodsmunship.

A n unpopular new sales-tox law 
is headed for some changes. 

The Legislature lost session 
passed a law, scheduled to go 
into effect Wednesday, that will require 
buyers, such as farmers, to present a cord 
each time they made a tax-exempt 
purchase. 

The law also relieved retailers of 
liability for sales tax if a buyer purchased 
something (hat. didn't qualify as a tax- 
exempt purchase^under the state's 
production exemptio'n.' 

None of the exemptions that have been’ 
in Idaho's code were changed. 

The' law turned into a big controversy. 
Lawmakers haye been besieged by phone 
calls. Even retailers don't like the low as 
much os they thought they would. . 

So an ad hoc committee has been 
wooing to implement changes that will 
cose the burden of paperwoiic created by 
the low and the regulations the' Idaho Tu 
Conunissioa wrote to implement it 
The 12 committee members want to 
rush a bill through the Legislature in the 
opening weeks of the session, committee 
member Dove Bivens of Uie Idaho Farm 
Bureau said. “It’s going to dramatically 
simplify this whole thing,’’ Bivens said. 
"Please be patient with us and allow us an

The FDIC and the .Office of Thrift 
Supervirion hove been working bn strategies 
that,. while somewhot different, share 
common goals. 

Both emphasize minimizing the 
government’s co^ by moving into ailing 
institutioas early,.before the baidc’s value as 
a business has. disappeared and before 
customers ond employees have deserted in .

'The objective is .to stretch the $95 billion 
provided by Congress last month — a $25 
billion taxpayer ippn^riotion for $&Ls and 
a $70 billion federal line of credit for 
handling rick bonks. 


Even more importantly, the strategics 
emphasize keeping intact the loan and real 
estote. portfolios of the failed institutions. .. 
ovoiding forced sales that depress real estate 
markets and reduce the value of collateral

Timothy. Ryan, director of the OHice of 
Thrift Supervision, is fleshing oyt^ program 
he calls “early resolution-assisted mergers.” 
Over the past four years, thrift jcgulators 
hove seized roughly 900 S&Ls, With only' 
about 60 near-certain failures remaining, 
Ryan's agency is turning to another group of 
nearly 400 S&lis it categorizes os troubled - 
by poor comings and low capital; but not 
necessarily dqoiried.

Record losses hit airlines; continued gloom seen for ’92 


NEW YORK (AP) — The nation’s 
airlines have hied about 40 percent 
more money in the last two.years than 
they’ve earned since the Wright 
brothers took off at Kilty Hawk. 

Tie limes have been so cruel some 
carriers have taken to poiniing out 
that frightening bit of trivia. 

Many industry executives remain 
skeptical about whether 1992 will 
bring a turnaround. If it does, 
travelers may see slimmer discounts 
and higher fares as the carriers 
surviving the slump try to rebuild 
their profits. 

The market won’t improve much 
until the economy strengthens and 
airlines find ways to keep fares at 
moncy-making_.lcyeIs._indusiry„ 
analysts and managers s;iy.

1991 educating farmers about the law 
and will get tough on enforcement in 
-1992. said Richards, an Ohio farmer 
who has been on the job u year.
